Law shall— 

(a) be substantially in Form 2 set out in Schedule ‘B’ hereto 

and in triplicate ; and 

(b) specify the particulars set out in Form 2: 1 of that Schedule 

in triplicate and be substantially in that Form. 


4. In these regulations— 


“Law” means the Land Reform Law, No. 1 of 1972, of the 
National Stata Assembly ; 


‘ Statutory Declaration ’’ means the declaration made by the 
statutory lessee undar Section 18 of the Law ; 


“ Statutory lease”, in relation to any agricultural land, means 
a lease of any such land deemed to have been granted

Regulations 


1. These regulations may be cited as the Shipping Agents (Licensing) Regulations, 1972. 


2. Every company which desires to obtain a licence to carry on business as a Shipping Agent under these regulations may 
make application in that behalf, substantially in the form set out in the Schedule hereto, to the appropriate authority. 


3. Every applicant for a licence under these regulations shall furnish to the appropriate authority all such information as 
such authority may require for the purpose of dealing with the application. 


4. Every application for a licence shall be accompanied by— 


(1) (a) a letter of appointment from the owner of the Shipping Line appointing the applicant as the local agent im: 
Sri Lanka of that Shipping Line ; 


(b) a copy of the Agency Agreement signed by the Shipping Agent with the Shipping Line ; and 


(2) a written undertaking by the applicant that the applicant will inform the appropriate authority— 
(a) of any changes in the number and composition of Shipping Lines represented by the applicant ; or 
(b) any changes in the Directors of the company. 


5. No company shall be eligible for a licence to carry on business as a Shipping Agent unless— 
(a) it has been or is formed and registered under the Companies Ordinance (Chapter 145) ; and 


(b) (i) it is a private company all the shares of which are owned by citizens of Sri Lanka and the amount of its gross: 
earnings in the year preceding the year for which a licence is required, for services rendered as a Shipping Agent, 
is not more than Rs. 240,000 inclusive of any sums paid by way of Foreign Exchange Entitlement Certificates ; or 


(ii) it is a public company with limited liability all the shares of which are owned by citizens of Sri Lanka ; 


Provided that where not more than ten per centum of the shares of such company are owned by persons 
who have renounced citizenship of Sri Lanka, such shares, shall, notwithstanding such renunciation of citizenship 
be deemed for the purpose of this paragraph to be owned by citizens of Sri Lanka ; 


(iii) it is a public company with limited lability not less than fifty-one per centum of whose shares is owned by citizens. 
of Sri Lanka; 


Provided that not less than thirty per centum of all shares in such company is owned by the Ceylon Shipping 
Corporation established under the Ceylon Shipping Corporation Act, No. 11 of 1971.

(a) such company is engaged wholly or partly in the business of shipping or of exporting from Sri Lanka any goods, 
produce, merchandise or any other article ; or 


(b) the director, spouse or dependent child of a director of any such company is a director or owns shares, either directly or 
indirectly, or either individually or collectively, in excess of ten per centum of all the shares in any company 
engaged wholly or partly in the business of shipping or of exporting from Sri Lanka any goods, produce, merchandise 
or any other article ; or 


(c) such company is the agent, whether as managing agent or otherwise, or secretary of any company, firm or other institu- 
tion, engaged wholly or partly in the business of shipping or of exporting from Sri Lanka any goods, produce, 
merchandise or any other article ; or 

(d) such company is owned wholly or partly, or is being managed as managing agent or otherwise or as secretary by any 
company firm or other institution engaged wholly or partly in the business of shipping or of exporting from Sri 
Lanka any goods, produce, merchandise or any other article ; or 

(e) such company is managed by an executive who is a director or an executive officer of a company engaged wholly or 
partly in the business of shipping or of exporting from Sri Lanka any goods, produce, merchandise or any other 
article. 


(2) The preceding provisions of this regulation shall not apply to or in relation— 
(a) to any such company as is referred to in paragraph (b) (iii) of regulation 5 ; or 
(b) to any company engaged in the business of shipping or of exporting eas Links ane such acticls Ores coe 
as may be specified from time to time by the Minister by Notification published in the Gazette. 


7. Every company which desires to obtain a Kcence under these regulations shall have a proper place of business in Sri Lanka, 
to the satisfaction ef the appropriate authority. 


8. (1) The fee payable for a licence shall be— 
(a) five hundred rupees in respect of a private company ; and 
(b) one thousand rupees in respect of a public company. 


(2) Every application for a licence shall be accompanied by the appropriate fee. Such fee shall be refunded in every case 
where the application for a licence is refused. hear 
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9. Every licence shall, unless earlier cancelled or suspended expire on the thirty-first day of December of the year in respect of 
which such licence is issued. 


10. (1) Every application for a licence or a renewal of a licence under these regulations shall be substantially in the form 
set out in the Schedule hereto. 

(2) Every application for a licence in respect of the year 1973, shall be made on or before the Ist day of January, 1973. 

(3) Every application for a licence or for the renewal of a licence for any year after 1973 shall be made on or before the 
thirtieth day of November of the preceding year. 


11. The Shipping Agents (Licensing) Regulations, 1972, published in Gazette Extraordinary No. 13/19 of June 30, 1972, are 
hereby rescinded.

REGULATIONS made by the Minister of Foreign and Internal Trade under section 6 of the Control of Prices Act (Chapter 173) 
as amended by the Control of Prices Amendment) Act, Nos. 44 of 1957, -3 of 1962, 9 of 1964 and 16 of 1966.

Regulations 


1. These Regulations may be cited as the Prevention of Hoarding and the Requisitioning of Miscellaneous Articles 
Regulations, 1972. 


2. Where the Controller has reason to helieve or suspect that any quantity of miscellaneous articles is being stored, kept or 
boarded in premises, building, vehicle or vessel, he may, with a view to requisitioning such articles, direct that such place be searched 
in the manner hereinafter provided. 


3. For the purpose of carrying out a search under these regulations, the Controller may, secure the assistance of any person 
including any member of the Police and the Armed Services. 


4, Any person conducting or assisting in a search under these regulations may enter any premises, building, vehicle or vessel 
and take all such steps for carrying out an effective search including the breaking open of any door, window or lock and the removal 
of any obstruction. 


5. Where consequent to a search made under these regulations any quantity of miscellaneous articles is found in any such 
place, the Controller may take such steps as he deems necessary. ‘to secure the safe custody and Control of such articles. The Controller 
may for this purpose place guards at such place or temporarily remove such articles from such place for ensuring their safe custody. 
The Controller before acting under these regulations shall, where the owner can be traced, notify the owner or the person under 
whose control such articles, are found, of the fact that such action is being taken under these regulations. No person shall, in any 
manner hinder, obstruct, or prevent the Controller from acting under these regulations. 


6. Where in consequence of a search under these regulations any miscellaneous articles are found, the Controller may, within 
a reasonable time, if he considers it necessary to do so, requisition such article under the provisions of the Control of Prices Act, 


7. Where any miscellaneous articles are so requisitioned, any person authorised by the Controller may enter any premises, 
building, vehicle or vessel and take all such steps necessary for the removal of such articles including the breaking open of any 
door, window or lock and the removal of any obstruction. 


8. Where any miscellaneous articles that are requisitioned appear to the Controller to have been kept or stored in cireums- 
tances which indicate that such articles had been hoarded, the compensation payable on requisitioning such articles shall be the 
actual value of such miscellaneous articles. ; 

Provided, however, that the compensation payable under this regulation in the case of a price controlled article shall in no 
event exceed the maximum controlled price of such article on the date of requisitioning. 


9. Where any miscellaneous articles that are requisitioned appear to the Controller to have been kept or stored in circums- 
tances which do not indicate that such articles had been hoarded, the compensation payable shall be determined in accordance with the 
Requisitioning of Articles (Compensation) Regulations, 1964. 

Provided, however, the compensation payable under this Regulation for a price controlled article shall not exceed the maximum 
gontrolled price of such article. 
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10. The powers, functions and duties of a Controller under these regulations may be exercised, discharged and performed 
by any person acting under the written authority of the Controller. 


11. In these regulations— 
‘the Controller ’’ shall mean the Controller of Prices ; 
“‘ miscellaneous article ’» means any article ofher than an article of food or drink ; and 


“ actual value ”’ shall mean— 
(1) in the case of an imported article, the landed cost of such article together with a sum of money not exceeding 
twenty-five per centum of the c.i.f. value, and 
(2) in the case of a locally manufactured article, the ex-factory price together with a sum not exceeding twenty-five 
per centum of the ex-factory price of such article : 


Provided where the trader of such article is a wholesaler, such sum shall not exceed ten per centum 
of the c.i.f. value in the case of an imported article and ten per centum in the case of a locally manufactured 
article.

RULES FOR CANDIDATES 


All candidates are bound by the Rules given below. 
A candidate who violates any one of them is liable to 
be punished, at the discretion of the Commissioner, in 
one or more of the following ways :— 


(i) Suspension from the whole or part of the exami- 
nation of from the whole or part of a paper. 


(ii) Disqualification from a paper or from the exami- 
nation. 


(iii) Debarment from examination for a period of one 
or two years. 


(iv) Debarment for life. 
(v) Suspension of certificate for a period. 


(vi) Reporting of the candidate’s conduct to his 
Superior or handing the candidate to, or place- 
ing the matter in the hands of the Police. 


The Commissioner reserves to himself the right to 
take, before the examination or at any stage of it or 
thereafter, any action deemed necessary by him and 
his decision will be final except in the case of examina- 
tion for recruitment to the Public Service where the 
Commissioner’s decision will be subject to review by 
the Public Service Commission. 


RULES 


1. Every candidate should so conduct himself in the 
precincts of the Examination Hall as not to cause dis- 
turbance or inconvenience to the Supervisor or his Staff 
or to other candidates. In entering and leaving the Hall 
he should conduct himself as quietly as possible. 


2. Candidates are under the authority of the Super- 
visor and should assist him by carrying out his instruc- 
tions and those of his Ingivilators during the examina- 
tion and immediately before and after it.
